NOTICE. 

The  following  sre  the  amendments,  addi¬ 
tions  and  alterations  <>f  the  Sanitary  and 
Plumbing  Code  of  the  Board  uf  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Glea  Ridge,  N.  J.,  as  passed 
by  said  Board  Sept.  1,  1807. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Glen  Ridge,  N.  J.,  that 
Section  30  shall  read:  ‘I hut  no  privy  vaalt 
or  ceespool  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  or 
maintained  ou  any  l#t  or  premise*  without  a 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  und  that 
the  inside  dimensions  of  such  privy  vault 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  feet  wide  by  six 
feet  deep  or  cesspool  less  than  eight  feet 
wide  and  ten  feet  deep. 

Sectieu  84. — AH  drain*  within  and  to  a 
distance  of  six  feet  beyond  the  walls  of 
buildings  shall  be  of  cast  iron,  not  painted 
or  tarred,  with  caulked,  leaden  joints,  and 
shall  be  located  as  to  be  readily  acceasiblg 
for  inspect  ion. 

The  house  drain*  within  buildings  shall 
be  securely  hung  oo  the  cellar  wall  or  prop¬ 
erly  stnqwDded  fromUhe  cellar  ceiling  unless 
this  is  impracticable^  in  which  cam  it  mns1 
be  laid  ta  a  trench  cut  at  a  uniform  grade- 
the  bottom  of  which  must  be  covered  with 
hydraulic  concrete,  and  walled  up  on  the 
sides  with  brick  laid  in  hydraulic  cement , 
said  trench  must  also  be  provided  with  mov. 
able  covers.  The  house  drain  shall  have  a 
fall  of  at  least  one  qRarter  Inch  to  the  foot, 
and  more,  if  possible.  When  a  pipe  passe* 
under  the  walls  of  a  building  there  shall  be 
a  relieving  arch,  to  prevent  the  pipe  being 
broken  by  settling  of  the  foundation.

Whether  or  not  sbe  orig¬ 
inally  intended  it  for  wheels,  she  cer¬ 
tainly  gpends  a  great  deal  at  her  time 
in  keeping  tbe  path  in  repair,  and  those 
active  aarvunts  of  hers,  wind  and  wavo, 
rain  and  snn,  are  kept  vety  busy  at 
work  upon  it  all  tbe  time. 

Tbi#  long  and  varied  path  stretches 
iu  its  entirely  hundreds  of  xpilc*  along 
our  ocean  shores  and  around  the  borders 
of  our  great  lakes,  but  the  particular 
bit  with  which  we  became  familiar  dur¬ 
ing  happy  summer  weeks,  and  to  share 
in  whose  delights  I  would  tempt  others, 
is  u  comparatively  small  portion  ou  the 
southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie.  It  begins 
with  the  extreme  end  of  Oedur  point, 
whioh  with  its  long  arm  holds  in  a  por¬ 
tion  of  Sandusky  bay,  aud  extends  east¬ 
ward  16  miles  or  more  uf)  the  shore.
